text of Dr. Arthur W. Nelson’s state­ 
ment, denying that he ever joined 
the Ku Klux Klan, follows: 
My attention has been called 
to 
statements purporting to have been 
signed and sworn to by one B. 
L. 
Morris, one F. A. Collins and one C. 
8. Burns, alleging that I am, to their 
knowledge, a member of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 
These aftidavites are the culmina­ 
tion of a whispering campaign which 
has been conducted under the direc­ 
tion of the Republican State Commit­ 
tee for several weeks and of which, 
because of its character, 1 have re­ 
fused to take notice. 
Since their whispering allegations 
have been put into the form of affi- 
davites, I will recite the 
facts 
to 
show from just what flimsy mate/rial 
the entire story has been concocted. 
Mr. Burns, in his statement, said 
he saw me initiated into the klan at 
California, Mo., and that he saw me 
and shook rands with me on that oc­ 
casion. 
I saw a Mr. Burns, whom I 
suppose is the man making the affi­ 
davit, on an occasion when I was 
a 
curious and interested spectator at a 
klan gathering at California. 
As to 
his statement that he saw me initiat­ 
ed, he either is honestly mistaken or 
is maliciously making 
a m isstate­ 
ment. 
I was 
in California with a friend 
on business. 
As evening approached 
we noticed the town was filling with 
p< ople and upon inquiry found that 
there was to be a klan gathering near 
town. 
I expressed a desire to see 
what such a thing was like and my 
friend made inquiry to learn if 
we 
could be onlookers. 
He returned 
with two men who 
had cards, which they said would ad­ 
mit us to the meeting if we signed 
them. 
The 
cards 
contained 
some 
sort of declaration of principles but 
there was nothing to indicate that 
they were applications for member- 


ship in the klan. 
I signed one of the 
cards and with hundreds of others at­ 
tended the meeting. 
We watched the proceedings for a 
time and then departed, the affair 
lacking interest. 
I saw no initiation service while 
I was at the meeting. 
The only oth­ 
er time I had ever been near any sort 
of Ku Klux Klan meeting was 
in 
Carthage, Mo., when I attended the 
Jasper County fair. 
I was seated in 
a box when several automobiles con­ 
taining persons 
in klan 
costumes 
drove around the racetrack and then 
drove on out. 
Regarding the statement that my 
name appears on the books of 
the 
klan at Tipton, I can only say I have 
no knowledge of what appears 
on 
any klan hooks. 
I never have seen a 
klan hook of any kind. 
I know that 
I have never received any communi 
cation 
from 
the klan, never 
have 
joined it, never made application to 
join it and never paid any initiation 
fees, dues or anything of the kind 
My atention also has been called 
to a statement by Chairman Phares j §§ 
of the Republican 
State Committee, 
in which he says that I have 
held 
m yself out to be a member of 
the 
klan in communities in which 
the 
klan is strong and that in anti-klan 
territcry I have reiterated my state­ 
ment that I have 
stood with 
John 
W. Davis. 
This statement I unquali­ 
fiedly brand as deliberately false. 
I 
never at any time 
have 
asked 
or 
sought the support of any person on 
the ground of religion, race or color, 
or by reason of their affiliation with 
any organizatoin. 
When I am elected Governor, 
in 
the selection of those who must be 
associated with me in the conduct of 
the 
State’s 
affairs, 
I will appoint 
those who are fit to properly 
dis­ 
charge the duties of the office, and in 
doing so I will not take into consid 
eration their religious affiliations 
or 
the accident of their place of birth.

It is said that green lakes some­ 
times become absolutely colorless for 
a time, and it has been found that 
this sudden change of hue Is due to 
the washing into the lakes of mud 
colored red by oxide of iron.

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BRINING TOMATOES 
IS EXCELLENT PLAN 


Fruit Can Be Utilized in Sev­ 
eral Different Way 


.Prepared by the United State* Depart 
of A g ricu ltu re.) 
Tomatoes which develop late In the 
season are often prevented by frost 
from maturing. 
It Is not necessary, 
however, to lose them entirely as they 
can he utilized In a number of ways. 
Where a large crop must be handled 
hurriedly. It is sometimes convenient 
to brine them. 
Green tomatoes, when 
put In a weak brine for a few weeks 
have a very agreeable flavor, and can 
be eaten when taken directly from 
the brine. It is believed by the United 
States Department of Agriculture that 
this offers a very satisfactory method 
of preparation for Immediate use. 
A 
weak brine is made by adding one-half 
pound of salt to nine pints of water. 
A strong brine in desirable for pre­ 
serving green tomatoes when 
It 
Is 
necessary to keep them for any length 
of time. 
It has been found that these fruits 
respond very readily to the action of 
brine. 
A 40 per cent briae. made by 
dissolving one pound of salt In nine 
pints of water, is the most satisfac­ 
tory Strength to use for green toma­ 
toes. 
As the brine must be main­ 
tained at the same strength through­ 
out the entire process of curing, and 
as juices which dilute the brine are 
drawn out of all products, it is neces­ 
sary to add salt from time to time. A 
salinometer. which is a simple inex­ 
pensive piece of apparatus, is the best 
means of determining when the brine 
Is of the required strength. 
Its use 
is recommended wherever possible, es­ 
pecially if any quantity is being han­ 
dled. 
Lacking a salinometer, a simple 
household test for a 40 per cent brine 
If to drop a fresh egg In it. The egg 
should barely float, being almost sub­ 
merged. 
A keg or stone jar is satisfactory 
for 
brining. 
Kegs 
must 
be 
well 
washed with hot water and soaked 
overnight with fresh water to be sure 
they are watertight. 
Round board 
covers coated with hot paraffin are 
used to keep the vegetable submerged 
in the brine. 
Clean bricks are used 
as weights. Another large round wood 
cover over the top of each keg is nec­ 
essary to keep out dirt and dust. 
At frequent intervals it is necessary 
to remove, with a large wooden spoon, 
the scum which forms on the surface. 
This contains wild yeast, molds and 
various organisms. Covers and weights 
should be washed and the strength of 
the brine tested whenever the scum 
is being cared for 
The salt is removed from the brined 
tomatoes by soaking them in fresh 
water. 
They can then be made into 
sweet, sour or mixed pickles 
t---------------------

EFFACING CHOCOLATE AND COCOA 
STAINS 


Equipment for Taking Out Stains of Many Kinds. 


• P r e p a r e d by th e UrfK<*d State* D e p a r tm e n t 
of A gricu ltu re.) 
Stains from chocolate and cocoa are 
sometimes persistent and difficult to 
remove. 
They are composed of fat, 
resinous coloring matter, fibrous ma­ 
terial, starch, sugar, and sometimes 
milk solids. 
Chocolate and cocoa pre­ 
pared as beverages differ from cake 
chocolate in containing a larger pro- 
p o r i q p of milk and less fat. but none 
,**f^these stains are set by hot water. 
Several methods of removing choco­ 
late and cocoa stains have been found 
satisfactory by the United States De­ 
partment 
of Agriculture. 
Ordinary 
laundering with soap and hot water 
will often be sufficient for white or 
fast-color cotton or lipon. 
Sometimes 
it can be used for the so-called wash 
silks and washable woolens. 
It is 
done by first soaking the stained por­ 
tion in cold or lukewarm water, rub­ 
bing the stain with a neutral soap if j 
necessary. 
This Is followed b.v thor- j 
»uph ringing in clean water. 
Bart of 
the otains from cake chocolate con­ 
fectionery, frosting and the like can 
scraped off with a dull knife.

stains on white or fast-colored wash­ 
able materials. 
The stains should be 
sprinkled with borax und soaked in 
cold water, then rinsed thoroughly in 
boiling water. 
Stains on delicate fabrics should be 
spread on a flat surface and sponged 
with lukewarm water. 
Beneath the 
stain there should be a cloth folded 
into several 
thicknesses, 
or clean, 
white blotting paper, to absorb the 
superfluous liquid. The pad should be 
changed for a fresh one as soon as it 
becomes soiled. 
The sponging should 
be done with a clean, 
soft 
!intle<s 
cloth, preferably of the same material 
as that stained, renewed as frequently 
as may be necessary. 
Lay the stained 
material with the wrong side up and 
apply the water to the back, so that 
the foreign substances can be washed 
from the fibers onto the pad without 
having to pass through the material. 
Grease solvents such as chloroform, 
carbon tetrachlorid. ether, gasoline or 
naphtha, and benzol may be needed if 
spot> of fat remain after spnngic.g. 
Most of these are inflammable and the 
greatest care should be exercised in 
using them.

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High Honor Conferred on 
M issionary-Explorer. 
'■ 
Bishop Overs of Liberia, who, as a 
young missionary explorer entered Af­ 
rican forests where the face of a white 
man had never before been seen, and 
for 30 years braved the perils and 
hardships of life among the savages, 
while a guest at Hotel Pennsylvania, 
New York, recently related the story 
•f how he was once made a chieftain 
by a tribe of Africans* says the New 
York Times. 
"Few white men in all time have ex­ 
perienced the ceremony and received 
the honor of African chieftainship,” 
Hid Bishop Overs. 
“Henry M. Stan­ 
ley, the great explorer, was made an 
African chief, and a member of the 
British parliament was made a chief, 
because of what he had done for the 
African in England. 
But certainly I 
never anticipated that the honor would 
come to me. 
"One morning I received a call from 
'the king to appear before the council 
of chiefs. When I went to answer the 
call I found the king seated on his 
throne dressed in his gaudiest costume, 
and the chiefs around also in gala at­ 
tire. 
**I was taken to a box in front of the 
throne. 
The king tnen told me how 
much the chiefs and the people appre­ 
ciated what we had done for them, and 
the only thing in the way of reward 
that they could give me was the honor 
of chieftainship. 
They told me that if 
I would express my willingness to be 
made a chief they would confer this 
honor upon me. 
"I had not the slightest idea of what 
It means to be an African chief or of 
the ceremonies through which I would 
have to pass, but I determined that aa 
I had taken so many chances in Africa, 
and had come through all right, I would 
accept the offer. 
"One of 
the ceremonies 
through 
which 1 passed was the ceremony of 
blood brotherhood. 
Blood was taken 
from my arm and also from the arm of 
the king. 
In a most impressive man­ 
ner and with much ritualistic cere­ 
mony the blood was mixed, and thus 
the white man was made a blood 
brother to the African. 
"In another ceremony 
the green 
liquid from an herb was sprinkled on 
the head and face of the king and each 
chief, and was then sprinkled over my 
head and face. The king explained that 
this gree”> liquid was known for ifa 
healing qualities and said that its use 
was to Impress the white man that as 
a chief he must always be a healer of 
wounds and a settler of disputes. 
"After various other symbolic cere­ 
monies a scarf, stamped with the mixed 
blood of the king and the white man 
and sprinkled with the liquids they had 
used In the various ceremonies, was 
placed upon my head and finally taken 
off and placed on my left shoulder, 
where it is always worn by the chiefs. 
“So I was made chief of the tribe 
and, as such, a man of power among 
them. 
I was listened to with a great 
deal more deference when I preached a j 
sermon, or addrwsed a meeting or sat 
as a chief in council. I took advantage 
of every opportunity in bringing all 
the tribe in touch with the higher 
things of life.”

Sage Foundation Completes 
Five-Year Survey. 


New 
York.—Averaging good 
and 
bad years, 10 to 12 per cent of all 
the workers in the United States, sev­ 
eral millions of men and vomen, are 
out of work all the time, and wide­ 
spread unemployment is now a con­ 
stant phenomenon with far-reaching 
economic, 
social, 
psychological 
and 
moral bearings. 
These are some of 
the lacts brought out in the introduc­ 
tion to the report of a flve-year study 
of employment methods, needs and 
agencies made public here by the Rus- 
aell Sage foundation. 
In seeking work through certain 
types 
of commercial 
or 
fee-charg­ 
ing employment bureaus, particularly 
those dealing with unskilled and cas­ 
ual labor, thousands of men and wom­ 
en are being exploited, and public em­ 
ployment bureaus or exchanges can 
make a material contribution toward 
the solution of this and other phases 
of the ever-recurring problem of un­ 
employment, the report continues. 
It is made clear In the report that 
the figures on unemployment, while 
representing the nvernge of the coun­ 
try’s experience during the last two 
decades, are not necessarily Indicative 
of present conditions or of the last 
year. 
# 
Completed Report Voluminous. 
The investigation, which extended 
into more than seventy cities in thir­ 
ty-one states and Canada, has Just 
’ been completed. The full report, cov­ 
ering more than 600 printed pages, 
j will be Issued shortly. 
The survey 
was conducted by a staff of trained 
field Investigators, all of w-hom had 
^ previously been engaged in employ- 
ment work, under the direction of 
Shelby M. Harrison, director of the 
foundation’s department of surveys 
and exhibits. 
I’ractlcally every known means for 
bringing w’ork and the worker togeth­ 
er was studied. 
'Hie “want ad" p a g e s 
of newspapers, the fee-charging labor 
agencies, the free public employment 
office, the labor union’s method of s»*- 
curlng work for Its members, the fra­ 
ternal order’s activities In this field, 
the- practice of applying for work at 
the factory gate or the office door, all 
were Investigated. 
The report points 
out tlm advantages and disadvantages 
to employer and employee In each of 
these means and its effect on the gen­ 
eral employment situation. 
A special study was made of the 
situation in Ohio, Wisconsin. Massa­ 
chusetts and New York, where there 
has been the greatest development of 
organized 
public employment 
work. 
Separate studies were made also of 
the special problems of farm labor, 
migratory and casual workers. Junior 
workers. hanUicapj»ed workers. Immi­ 
grants. negro workers nnd profession­ 
al workers. 
Workers Resent Insecurity. 
After citing the fact that each year 
from 1,000.000 to 6.000.000 persons /ire 
out of work for weeks and sometimes 
for months at a time, the Introduction 
to the foundation’s forthcoming report 
says: 
"There Is something which we are 
Just beginning to recognize, a resent­ 
ment. oil the part of the workers 
against 
an 
Industrial 
situation 
In 
which such insecurity and uncertainty 
of employment are possible. 
It Is not 
only unemployment hut the fear of un­ 
employment. the knowledge that any 
Job Is uncertain nnd Insecure, subject 
to the fluctuations of economic change, 
which are responsible for much of our 
present Industrial unrest.” 
This situation, the report says, has 
been aggravated by the fact that the 
unskilled worker who has sought em­ 
ployment through certain types of la­ 
bor agencies in many cases has been

When this has been done the “ar­ 
mada" Is discharged nnd the hunt for 
the victims, hundreds of them only 
crippled, begins.

mada" at Penon Viejo, near the Mexi­ 
can capital. 
After the game Is sold the village 
celebrates with a big carousal and 
then waits until new victims gather. 


Appeals to U. S. Clubs Planned.

commissions and gun clubs in the 
United States and Canada in the hope 
that, by combined nctlon, it may he 
possible to halt the annual massacre.

Compared to those normal tenden­ 
cies of the mode, the trend this au­ 
tumn lias been a paradox. 
The Paris

sleeve is an accepted fact in autumn 
fashions—it is definitely a part of the 
picture.

text of Dr. A rthur W. Nelson’s state­ 
ment, denying that he ever joined 
the Ku Klux Klan, follows: 
My attention has been called 
to 
statements purporting to have been 
signed and sworn to by one B. 
L. 
Morris, one F. A. Collin» and one C. 
S. Burns, alleging that I am, to their 
knowledge, a member of the Ku Klux 
Klan. 
These affidavites are the culmina­ 
tion of a whispering campaign which 
has been conducted under the direc­ 
tion of the Republican State Commit­ 
tee for several w'eeks and of which, 
because of its character, I have re­ 
fused to take notice. 
Since their whispering allegations 
have been put into the form of affi­ 
davites, I will recite the 
facts 
to 
show from just what flimsy material 
the entire story has been concocted. 
Mr. Burns, in his statement, said 
he saw me initiated into the klan a t 
California, Mo., and that he saw me 
and shook rands with me on that oc­ 
casion. 
1 saw a Mr. Bums, whom I 
suppose is the man making the affi­ 
davit, on an occasion when I was 
a 
curious and interested spectator at a 
klan gathering at California. 
As to 
his statement that he saw me initiat­ 
ed, he either is honestly mistaken or 
is maliciously making 
a misstate­ 
ment. 
I was 
in California with a fr!end 
on business. 
As evening approached 
we noticed the town was filling with 
p< ople and upon inquiry found that 
there was to be a klan gathering near 
town. 
I expressed a desire to see 
what such a thing was like and my 
friend made inquiry to learn if 
we 
could be onlookers. 
He returned with two men who 
had cards, which they said would ad­ 
mit us to the meeting if we signed 
them. 
The 
cards 
contained 
some 
sort of declaration of principles but 
there was nothing to indicate that 
they were applications for member­ 


ship in the klan. 
I signed one of the 
cards and with hundreds of others a t­ 
tended the meeting. 
We watched the proceedings for a 
time and then deyarted, the affair 
lacking interest. 
I saw' no initiation service while 
I was at the meeting. 
The only oth­ 
er time I had ever been near any sort 
of Ku Klux Klan meeting was 
in 
Carthage, Mo., when I attended the 
Jasper County fair. 
I was seated in 
a box when several automobiles con­ 
taining persons 
in klan 
costumes 
drove around the racetrack and then 
drove on out. 
Regarding the statem ent that my 
name appears on the books of 
the 
klan at Tipton, I can only say I have 
nso knowledge of what appears 
on 
any klan books. 
I never have seen a 
klan book of any kind. 
I know that 
I have never received any communi­ 
cation 
from 
the klan, never 
have 
joined it, never made application to 
join it and never paid any initiation 
fees, dues or anything of the kind. 
My atention also has been called 
to a statement by Chairman Phares 
of the Republican 
State Committee, 
in wrhich he says that I have 
held 
myself out to be a member of 
the 
klan in communities in which 
the 
klan is strong and that in anti-klan 
territory I have reiterated my state­ 
ment that I have 
stood with 
John 
W. Davis. 
This statem ent I unquali­ 
fiedly brand as deliberately false. 
I 
never at any time 
have 
asked 
or 
sought the support of any person on 
the ground of religion, race or color, 
or by reason of their affiliation with 
any organizatoin. 
When I am elected Governor, 
in 
the selection of those who must be 
associated with me in the conduct of 
the 
State’s 
affairs, 
I will appoint 
those w-ho are fit to properly 
dis­ 
charge the duties of the office, and in 
doing so I will not take into consid­ 
eration their religious affiliations 
or 
the accident of their place of birth.

Wheeler, and many other opponents 
of Mr. Dawes, have repeatedly chal­ 
lenged him to deny the charge that 
he permitted the funds of his Central 
Trust Company to be used by Lorimer 
but he has refused to answer. 
The Supreme Court of Illinois, on 
the very day that 
Mr 
Dawes was 
nominated at Cleveland, held that his 
bank, of which he was president and 
of whose board of directors he is still 
chairman, was liable for a part of the 
heavy losses sustained by the deposi­ 
tors of the Lorimer bank 
The story of the Republican vice- 
presidential candidate’s part in the or­ 
ganization of Lorimer’s bank is briefly 
this:

Ten men associated with Lorimer 
gave their notes for $125,000 each.

was alleged that none of the makers 
of these notes had money or credit 
to the amount of his individual obli 
gation in this case 
Charles R Mun 
day, one of the makers, was subse­ 
quently convicted and Jailed for his, 
part in wrecking a bank. 
On October 
SI, 1912, the cashier of the LaSalle 
Street Savings and Trust Bank (the 
Lorimer institution) wrote a check for 
$1,260,000 on the Central Trust Com 
pany (the Dawes’ bank) payable to 
the LaSalle Street Savings and Trust 
Bank. 
The State auditor was called 
Into see that the new bank (LaSalle 
Street Savings and Trust Bank) bad 
the funds the law required 


H ow Capital “Was R aise d " 
Accompanied by Lorimer and the 
cashier of the Central Trust Company 
(the Dawes’ bank), the auditor was 
taken to vaults of the latter institu­ 
tion and shown the cash. The auditor 
counted this money and found that it 
totaled $1,250,000. 
But he was not 
told that it was merely “loaned” on 
the notes and that It belonged not to 
Lorlmer’s bank but to Dawes’ bank.

Solomon's cave, an old quarry from 
which the ston«* was taken to build 
Solomon’s temple, Is situated just out­ 
side of Jerusalem, In the hills of 
Judea. 
All that is left t 
the temple 
1« the Idea embodied in a model of 
it. 
On its sit«- stands the Mosque of 
Omar. 
But the cave remains un­ 
changed, its walls echoing voices from 
out the ages and bearing testimony 
to the foundation of a grand and glo­ 
rious temple which symbolized as well 
as dated the foundation of the Ma­ 
sonic ’odge, says a writer in the Chris- 
tiun Science Monitor. 
In the early days the laws of re­ 
ligion and philosophy and those of 
architecture were very closely united 
in thought, and It was held that these 
laws were secrets to be known only to 
the few. 
The working tools of the 
builder 
became emblems 
of moral 
truth and the arts and crafts were 
secrets jealously guarded. There must 
have been a secret order of architects 
who built the Temple of Solomon, and 
who opened friendly commercial rela­ 
tions with foreign nations, making of 
the organization an international fra­ 
ternity. Great material help was given 
by Hiram I of Tyre and the society of 
Phoenician architects in the construc­ 
tion of the temple. 
When Diocletian began his reign he 
determined to destroy Christianity and 
began the persecution of all religious 
secret orders. For a time the builders, 
owing to their value and services to 
the state, were exempt from these laws 
of suppression and enjoyed special 
privileges, but gradually they were 
forced into mor<‘ and more secrecy, 
taking refuge in • aves and secluded 
places to hold their meetings.

Bees on the Inside of the ball be­ 
come active and walk, wiggle and bent 
their wings to generate heat. 
The 
outer shell of the cluster is made up 
of bees that cuddle close and stay still. 
They furnish the insulation which pre­ 
vents the escape of heat so effectively 
that there may be 75 degrees differ­ 
ence between the Inside and the out­ 
side only four and 
one-half inches 
away. 
Thousands of dollars are lost to 
American beekeepers every year, how­ 
ever, by 
o> working themselves to 
death in keeping warm this way.

Vessel Construction 
Marvel of Ingenuity 


An achievement like that of the 
ocean liner which met and survived a 
gale In which the waves ran 100 feet 
frotn trough to crest, represents for 
the layman an almost Incredible trl- j 
umpli of design, says the New York 
Herald-Tribune. 
The 
unimaginable 
fury of seas which could break over 
a bridge 65 feet from the water-line, 
which could rip uway rails and life­ 
boats, flood the rooms on the upiler 
decks by coming down upon them from 
above, throw a man through a bulk­ 
head and set the whole ship awash, 
would seem to he a thing which no 
human construction could possibly live 
through. 
As a matter of fact, every modern 
steamship Is a miracle, and almost all 
of them are successful ones. The loss 
of a sound Aessel in the open sea Is 
of astonishingly, rare occurrence, and 
memory does not recall any Atlantic 
passenger liner which has been de­ 
stroyed In a fair fight with the ocean 
alone. A ship Is attacked In two ways. 
She must withstand the terrific pound­ 
ing and crushing of the water and of 
her own weight, and she must be able 
to recover her balance no matter how 
long or violent the roll. 
Vessels have 
been rolled under in storms—some­ 
times through faulty designs, some­ 
times through the shifting of the cargo 
—but It Is of rarest occurrence. More 
often they founder through the weak­ 
ness of the hull construction—their 
seams 
arc 
opened ’or 
their 
backs 
broken. 
But that seldom happens to 
new ships; It seems never to happen 
to good ones. 


“Prisons” May Yet Be 
Maintained in Open 


Prison in the open air seems a con­ 
tradiction in itself, for the very word 
"prison” calls up the idea of incarcera­ 
tion in locked and walled-up buildings. 
However, there Is such a thing, and 
It is In Holland that very successful 
experiments have been made with out­ 
door prisons. 
Sixty persons were drafted to the 
town of Veenbulzen, to serve their 
term there. 
Their task was to con­ 
vert moorland into cultivated field, 
and they showed themselves very in­ 
dustrious In the undertaking. 
They 
are divided into gangs, each containing 
a few persons, but are not supervised 
or watched by any sort of warder or 
official; these prisoners may live in 
common 
and 
advance 
their 
social 
sense, unsubjected to supervision. 
The foreman <>f each gang is, how­ 
ever, not a prisoner, but a workman 
who Joins voluntarily. 
It would not be 
difficult to escape under such condi­ 
tions, but n<> one has hitherto attempt­ 
ed to do so. The environment is much 
more favorable than In an ordinary 
prison, and the Dutch government is 
considering setting up several centers 
of this sort. 


Human Mind Beat Machine 
A French lightning calculator, M. 
Inoudl, was recently pitted against 
twelve of the latest types of calculat­ 
ing machine. 
The human machine 
carried off nil but one of the honors. 
M. Inaudi easily beut his mechan­ 
ical competitors in the speed with 
which he solved problems In addition, 
subtraction, division and finding the 
square or the cube, but in the first 
round—extracting the square root of 
a number—a machine came out first. 
In the third round, which consisted 
of complicated problems, the man won 
easily.

Pistols That Figured 
in Affairs of Honor

duel between Hamilton and Burr may 
be of interest to yo u : 
"Some years ago, in passing through 
Geneva, N. Y., I 
was guest of Mr. 
Richard Church, an old family friend. 
In talking on things of historic Inter­ 
est, Mr. Church paused and, stooping 
dowm, reached under the sofa and re­ 
vealed to my expectant gaze a mahog­ 
any box. On opening the box, he 
showed me the original flintlock pis­ 
tols used in the Hamllton-Burr duel. 
Mr. Church informed me that these 
same flintlocks had been used also in 
two other duels—the Wllkes-Burr duel 
and the Church-Burr duel.

ard Church was a descendant of the

of Burr in the 
Church-Burr duel.

A very interesting and rather un­ 
usual incident, showing how neighbor­ 
ly birds may be, happened last spring,

A friend of mine has 
a cottage, and there is a certain vine 
growing close to a window, which is 
a favorite nesting place with birds. 
This year two different families, a pair 
of w’rens and a pair of catbirds, de­ 
cided to nest here, and so they set 
about building their homes.

to say, there was no quarreling over 
this, but each pair minded its own 
business, and when their homes were 
finished, lo und behold: there, perched 
upon the edge of the good sized nest of 
the catbird, was the dainty little nest 
of tiie wren.

Tomatoes which develop late in the 
season are often prevented by frost 
from maturing. 
It is not necessary, 
however, to lose them entirely as they 
can he utilized in a number of ways. 
Where a large crop must be bandied 
hurriedly, it is sometimes convenient 
to brine them. 
Green tomatoes, when 
p ut in a weak brine for a few week s 
have a very agreeable flavor, and can 
he eaten when tak en directly from 
the brine. 
It is believed by the United 
States Dep artment of Agriculture that 
this offers a very satisfactory method 
of p rep aration for immediate use. 
A 
weak brine is made by adding one half 
pound of salt to nine pints of water. 
A strong brine in desirable for [» re­ 
serving green tomatoes 
when 
It 
Is 
necessary to k eep them for any length 
of titne. 
It has been found that these fruits 
respond very readily to the action of 
brine. 
A 40 p er cent brine, made by 
dissolving one pound of salt in nine 
p ints of water, is the most satisfac­ 
tory Strength to use for green toma­ 
toes. 
As the brine 
must 
be main­ 
tained at the same strength through­ 
out the entire process of curing, and 
ns Juices which dilute the brine are 
draw n out of all products, it is neces­ 
sary to add salt from time to time. 
A 
salinometer. which is a simple inex­ 
pensive piece of ap p aratus. Is the best 
means of determining when the brine 
Is of the req uired strength. 
Its use 
is recommended wherever possible es­ 
pecially If any q uantity is being han­ 
dled. 
Lack ing a saiinometer, a simple 
household test for a 40 per cent brine 
l* to drop a fresh egg in it. 
The 
egg 
should barely float, being almost sub­ 
merged. 
A k eg or stone Jar is satisfactory 
for 
brining. 
Kegs 
must 
be 
well 
washed with hot water and soak ed 
overnight with fresh water to be sure 
they are watertight. 
Round 
board 
covers coated with hot paraffin arc 
used to k eep the vegetable submerged 
in the brine, 
rie a n brick s are used 
as weights. Another large round wood 
cover over the top of each k eg is nec­ 
essary to k eep out dirt and dust. 
At freq uent intervals it is necessary 
to remove, with a large wooden spoon, 
the scum which forms on the surface. 
This contains wild yeast, molds and 
various organisms. Covers and weights 
should he washed and the strength of 
tlie brine tested whenever the scum 
is being cared for. 
The salt is removed from the brined 
tomatoes by soak ing them in 
f r e s h 
water. 
They can then he made into 
sweet, sour or mixed pick les.

slaughter as high as 2.000 birds at a 
single discharge of their “arm adas,” 
have again lost.

19 24 Jiunting regulations by the fish 
and game bureau of the dep artm ent 
of agriculture shows that the hunting 
of wild duck s by means of “armadas,*’ 
or great b atteries of shotguns, will be 
p ermitted from November 1 to Feb­ 
ruary 30. 
VY idle only two shots a week from 
each “arm ada” are permitted, this Is 
considered a minimum restriction, as 
the fowl will not return to the same 
lak e In sufficient numbers to mak e the 
firing of more than two “arm adas” a 
week profitable. 
Divid e With Lan d Own ers. 
Throughout

Stains from chocolate and cocoa are 
sometimes persistent and difficult to 
remove. 
They are composed of fat, 
resinous coloring matter, fibrous ma­ 
terial, starch, sugar, and sometimes 
milk solids. 
Chocolate and cocoa [» re­ 
pared as beverages differ from cak e 
chocolate in containing a larger pro- 
P« jr‘iq p of milk and less fat, but none 
•^^these stains are set by hot water. 


Several methods of removing choco­ 
late and cocoa stains have been found 
satisfactory by the United States De­ 
p artm ent 
of 
Agriculture. 
Ordinary 
laundering with soap and hot w ater 
will often be sufficient for white or 
fast-color cotton or lyien. 
Sometimes 
it can be u sed for the so-called wash 
« ilk s and washable woolens. 
It is 
done by first soak ing the stained por­ 
tion in cold or luk ewarm water, rub­ 
bing the stain with a neutral soap if 
necessary. 
This is followed b.v thor­ 
ough rinsing in clean water. 
P art of 
the stains from cak e chocoiate. con­ 
fectionery. frosting and the lik e can 
scrap ed off with a dull k nife. 
Borax and cold water is sometimes

stains on white or fast-colored wash­ 
able materials. 
The stains should be 
sprink led with borax and soak ed ¡n 
cold water, then rinsed thoroughly in 
boiling water. 
Stains on delicate fabrics should he 
spread on a fiat surface and sponged 
with luk ewarm water. 
Beneath the 
stain there should he a cloth folded 
into 
se\ernl 
thick nesses, 
or 
clean 
white blotting paper, to absorb the 
superfluous liq uid. 
The pad should he 
changed for a fresh one as soon as It 
becomes soiled. 
The sponging should 
be done with a clean, 
soft 
llntless 
cloth, preferably of the same material 
as that stained, renewed as freq uently 
as may he necessary. 
Lay the stained 
materia! with the wrong side up and 
apply the w ater to the hack , so that 
the foreign substances can be washed 
front the fibers onro the pad without 
ha'ing to p ass through the material. 
Grease solvents such as chloroform, 
carbon tetrq rhJorid. ether, gasoline or 
nap htha, and benzol may he nic h'd if 
spots of fat remain after sponging. 
Most of these are inflammable and the 
greatest care should be exercised in 
using them.

Maintained in Open 
Prison in the open air seems a con- ' 
tradletion in itself, for the very word 
“prison” calls up the Idea of Incarcera- 1 
tlon in locked and walled-up buildings. 
However, there is such a thing, and 
It is in Holland that very successful 
experiments huve been made with out­ 
door prisons. 
Sixty persons were drafted to the 
town of Veenlmlzen, to serve their 
term there. 
Their task was to con­ 
vert moorland into cultivated field, 
and they showed themselves very in­ 
dustrious in the undertaking. 
They 
are divided into gangs, each containing 
a few persons, but are not supervised 
or watched by any sort of warder or 
official; these prisoners may live in 
common 
and 
advance 
their 
social 
sense, unsubjected to supervision. 
The foreman <>f each gang is, how­ 
ever, not a prisoner, but a workman 
who Joins voluntarily. It would n<»t be 
difficult to escape under such condi­ 
tions, but no one lias hitherto attempt­ 
ed to do so. The environment is much 
more favorable than in uu ordinary 
prison, and the Dutch government is 
considering setting up several centers 
of tliis sort.

On receipt of your ballot you are to forthwith retire alone 
to one of the voting booths and prepare your ballot for voting 
in the following manner: 
To vote a “straight” party ticket, place a cross (X) mark 
in the circle immediately below the party name. 
To vote for one or more candidates on more than one party 
ticket, by voting what is commonly called a “split ticket”, 
place a cross (X) mark in the circle immediately below one 
party name and mark cross (X) marks in the squares at the 
left of the names of candidates on other tickets for whom you 
intend to vote. 
To vote for one or more candidates whose name or names 
do not appear on the printed ballot, do so by drawing a line 
through the printed name of candidate for such office, write 
below such canceled name the name of the person for whom 
you desire to vote, and place a cross mark in the square at 
the left of such name. The squares so marked shall take pre­ 
cedence over the cross marked in the circle. 
Where there are two or more candidates for like office in a 
group, a cross (X) mark in the square to the left of a candi­ 


date's name, autom atically votes against the candidate whose 
name appears within the same horizontal lines in the column 
under the circle in which appears the cross (X) mark, unless you 
indicate another candidate to be voted against by drawing a 
line through such candidate’s name. 
All candidates of the party whose circle is marked, are 
counted as voted for excepting where squares are crossed pre­ 
ceding the names of the candidates in other colum ns; if two 
or more candidates for the same office are thus designated, 
neither are counted.

Washington.—Science has found a 
way to avoid the yearly waste of 20,- 
000.000 tons of corncobs in the corn 
belt of the United States, according 
to a report of research 
work 
pre­ 
pared by Frederick B. La Forge and 
probably more extreme | Gerard Mu ins of the bureau of chem­ 
istry. United States 
Department 
of 
Agriculture und O. R. Sweeney, head 
of the chemical engineering depart­ 
ment of Iowa State college, for Engi­ 
neering Foundation. 
The Foundation, 
in commenting on the rejmrt, said that 
chemists and engineers appear to have 
opened a path to new industries based 
on waste products, which deals with 
the discovery of new 
processes for 
making 
the 
corncobs 
commercially 
available an! reveals their value. 
“One county In Missouri grows a 
certain kind of Indian corn because

large cobs make good tobacco 
pipes,** says the Foundation.

"Pentosan-adhesive* 
can

used 
for pasting filler boxes and cheap pa­ 
per bags and for other purposes not 
demanding

On a scale of 50 tons of 
cobs o day, yielding four and one-half 
tons, furfural could be produced for 
about 6 cents a pound, making no al­ 
lowance for Income from ty-products. 
Furfural can now he made at much 
lower cost than formaldehyde, and 
can replace It in a number of fields. 
’’Attention has turned to dlseovery 
of additional uses for furfural and en­ 
largement of Its market.

sixty patents on its production and 
utilization have been Issued, mostly 
within the last flve years.
